“Large nunthers of the Franch wounded
wers brought inta Solas Bur S8ambre from
the surrounding woods, whither many
had dragged themselvea to eacape, Every
concelvable kind of bullding, such as the
chateau, school house and inn was used
ns x hospital and hers the French
wounded weres nccorded the same cure as
the German wounded,

“A large proportion of
wounded died from Iack of prompt at-
tention and long exposure In the open
without food or delnk. No cases wers
ybserved whare French medienl men were
left behind to take care of thetr wolinded.
The German medical corps was fully oc.
cupled with the treatment of ita own
wounded wnd was hastensd onward by
the forced marches of extraordinary
speed and duration made by the Germans.
